The nphcaval of an 
alarming earthquake lias added to the 
alllietlons In some parts, while the ther- 
mometer is registered. It Is reported, 
as being the highest on record. Amidst 
all this soriow, want and catastrophe,

?.ea! an additional oiiportunily of (fet- 
tliig close into the life of the people by 
loving and serving them for Ciirlst's 
Bake.
